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Preparations for handling the march are already being made by 
about 1000 FDJ instructors, who are reportedly in Berlin 
undergoing training. This 1000 will be gradually strengthened 
Incoming months by the addition of more and more proved FDJ 
functionaries* until a strength of 100,000 functionaries In 
Berlin is reached, about four weeks before Whitsuntide,, 

Elaborate plans are being made for transporting, feeding, 
ond housing the marchers. The actual march will begin on 
ll hay a Seekbefore STHteunlay. Some 200,000 FDJ members 
will be taken by train to points near Berlin, where they will 
the lMt lap afoot aid will ent.r the olt. In cloaed 
formation, some FDJ units will come on canal boats, hotor- 
rvcle eauadrons of- 200 vehicles each will be formed in large 
numbers# and truck convoys# with trucks furnished by tne 
state-owned enterprises and machinery-xendlng stations 
will transport more thousands. Most ca the FDo groups will, 
however, march the whole way to Berlin. 

Food is supposed to be supplied en route by the Trade Organi- 
sation and consumers stores (HO and Koneum). 2o0,000 *.ents r.re 
to be erected in Berlin, and a group of 11,000 FDJ memoers from 
the building trades will go well in advance to deal bomb 
damace and erect buildings for headquarters and for housing 
more fe Lrche£? Theee buildings will later be turned over to 
the city of Berlin. 

Protection for the marchers will be furnished by the FDJ Units 
of the Peoolee 8 Police. The police units will be placed under 
the command of the Central OoUncil of the FDJ during the march.
